I am lucky to survive to 81 I lead a convoluted life# To get enough sleep because very 
early in the morning I am wide awake, I retired early, VERY early# 6:20 yesterday after- 
noon. For the first time in so long I can't remember when, I did not get up once. Until 
H2;50 a.m# After sitting a while until my heart gets pulping enough and prinking a cup 
of coffee while reading, I went to my desk and wrote the enclosed Letter# I then left for 
my usual early-morning walking, more than half of which is resting, was home at about 5*30, 
read and corrected this 1 -tter to tliat lawyer, then left for an unusual Saturday testing 
of how long my blood takes to clot# 

When I left for tlii: second trip tliis morning, wiiile not entirely pleased with it 
but more than merely satisfied with this letter to Random House (and would ^ like to 
be there to see that unconscionable bastard Boomis' reaction to it!) and your desire to 
be helpful c:;me to mind, I was sorry that it lias been so long since we've really been 
able to talk, more than 25 years, and that you have nerer been able to see the reflection 
of the work I've done in what I have on paper and in some 60 file cabinets of records 
plus I cannot guess how very many boxes of them# jl liave done the basic factual work on 
lie JFi. assassination and its investigations and it is entirely factual# Ho theories. 

After my successful heart operation in 1989, successful although ±t is followed 
by progressive weakening and other serious problems, I decied that because 1 do have 
unique subject-matter knowledge, because all other writing in the field on both sides

With Posner, for example, I did not plan a book# I did think I'd perhaps use a 
chapter of a book tliat certainly will never be printed in my lifetime, a very long 
book, Inside the JFK Assassinati o n Industry # I planned to annotate""^ for the fecord and 
was d&ing tliat when 1 spotted k ow he stole from the article of a 15-year-old boy of which 

I remembered liaving four copies as used in four different papers when it was syndicated 
by the LA Times. Tliat is what decided me to do the book a small fraction of which appeared

^ut v/ldlo feeling good I thought you might be interested in the strangeness of my 
life of recent y>?ars and that it lias not kep me from being productive. Even though I now 
walk unsteadily and with some discomfort, aiV quite weak, tire easily. And have gotten 
over a million words on paper in the lasbt two years, while doing much else.
